The following letters will explain themselves : 


WINCHESTER, Mass., Noy. 17, 1903. 
To the Trustees of the Public Library, Hampstead, N. H. 


GENTLEMEN: For sometime past I understand the trustees 
and the citizens generally have desired that my father’s picture 
be placed in the library. 

It is now fifteen years since he began to carry out his plan, 
and made his first gift for the purchase of books. 

He wished to do something for the town that should be of 
permanent benefit to all its citizens, and especially desired to 
give the young people the broader outlook, and the inspiration 
that comes from acquaintance with good books. 

He felt it would be a means of education and a helpful 
influence for those who cared to avail themselves of its oppor- 
tunities. 

From his continued interest and the action of the town 
came the attractive library building some eight years later.
